The Metal Morality Show brings local, 
international, and up-and-coming acts 
to the listeners’ attention. 

Beyond mere airplay, The Metal 
Morality Show has almost-weekly album 
giveaways and band interviews. In 
recent months, listeners have heard 
from Odin, Great White, Lizzy Borden, 
Abattoir, Eden, Anthrax, Stryper, Metal 
Church, Fates Warning, and King 
Diamond. Also, many lucky listeners 
have won albums from all these groups. 
In coming months, KUCI listeners can 
watch out for interviews with Ruthless, 
Leatherwolf, Megadeth, Bloodlust, 
Virgin Steele, and quite possibly 
Queensryche and Loudness. 

In the way of gigs, KUCI has given 
away tickets to see Odin, Great White, 
and most recently to Celtic Frost, 
Voivod, and Running Wild. This last 
show was special in that it was a 
collection of bands trom Switzerland, 
Canada, and Germany. A few lucky 
listeners won albums from these 
groups, while others won tickets. 

At the show, Running Wild played 
songs from their albums “Gates to 
Purgatory” and “Branded and Exiled”. 
After, Voivod tore through deadly 
versions of 'F.O.A.D." and "Suck Your 
Bone". At midnight, Celtic Frost took 
the stage offering a display of 
bone-crunching metal, with cuts from all 
three albums, and a song from the 
previous incarnation, Hellhammer. This 
was the thrash show of the year

Musicians join the 

Once again, rock perfofmers join 
forces with youth activists to combat a 
common cause: animal rights. They 
cite unnecessary and overrepeated 
animal experiments in laboratories 
throughout the nation. They call for an 
end to the cruelty inflicted upon 
animals, with zero painkillers, all in the 
name of research for humans, despite 
the fact that many results found 
through animal experiments do not 
always apply to humans. They decided 
action was necessary to inform the 
public about vivisection. 

People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals has several projects geared up 
in their plan of attack. On June 18th, 
artists Greg Metz and Georganne Deen 
premiered their collaboration, “Dr. 
Caligari's Ark", a 14 foot high ark 
depicting different forms of abuse 
forced upon laboratory animals in all 
sections of the ark. Also appearing at 
the art opening was none other than 
German shock-rocker Nina Hagen who 
is also involved in PETA’s other project: 
a compilation album. 

Due out in the fall, each song on the 
album will concern some form of animal 
abuse. Inspired by Siouxsie and the 
Banshees’ “Skin” (also on the album), 
the album will feature new material from 
Miss Hagen and Lene Lovich as a duet, 
Shriekback, Ministry. The Red Hot Chili 
Peppers, plus previously released 
material from groups such as The 
Smiths. 

Nina and Dan Mathews of PETA have 
been touring around promoting this 
cause in the hopes that more people will 
become aware and do something about

Waltzing in space 


If you can pronounce the name, you 
will probably enjoy his 
jazz/fusion/heavy metal sounds. 
Heavy metal? Yes but it’s net the 
speed metal kind, OK? The latest 
album by this fine Finnish gnist entitled 
Space Waltz features some heavily 
distorted guitar on some really 
exude a 


enjoyable tunes that always 
melodic sense of humor. 
Side 1 constitutes one of the best 
alternative jazz/fusion sets to come on 
the market since the Fentz's debut 


album, or even some heavier Fripp and 
Eno. It begins with “American 
Carousel," a rythmic intertwining of 
keyboards and electric guitar that 
create the physical feeling of riding on a 
carousel, up and down, round and 
round. “Cat Boulevard" paints the 
feeling of a feline crawling through a 
dark alley looking for prey; a feline 
feeling kinda hip, though. To close out 
Side 1 is the title track "Space Waltz”, 
an up-beat tune that, through a basic 
orchestral composition, shows Pekka 
as the truly creative composer he is; he 
will soon be as popular in the U.S. as he 
is now in Europe 

Fairly fusion-oriented and also worth 
listening to is Side 2 which features 
"Risto" and "Changing Waters". But 
wait! There is a compact disc of 
Pekka's music just released that is sure 
to thrill "perfect music” bufis. 


If you like jazz4usion and think that 
there are some metal guitar players that 
sound at least OK then pick up a copy 
of Pekka Pohjola’s Space Waltz on 
Breakthru’ Records. You won't be 
sorry. lf you are, come talk to me. 
Really. Remember: “No job is too big, 
no fee is to big.”

Well, 
from a view of rock's history it's obvious 
that the scene has to get pretty boring 
before it builds up the nerve to become 
exciting and extreme. 

There appears to be a lot of new 
music gaining momentum out there, but 
the music world has become so over 
bombarded with commercialism and 
market programming that it is all the 
more difficult for the ‘extreme’ to break 
through the surface of reality to suck in 


a gasp of air. [Most commercial stations 
are paranoid to play anything 
new; it may ruffle the feathe 
commercial advertisers. So the S 
must turn their ears to non-commercial 
radio to hear what's new 


So you may ask, what will we hear? 
Well, for starts it appears glam rock 


is alive and well and has resurrected 
itself. Groups like the Cherry Bombz 
(With former members of Hanoi Rocks, 
Toto Coelo and the Clash) and Smashed 
Gladys (of N.Y.) are certain to inlay an 
impression which rocks with the flare of 
Alice Cooper and the bite of Iggy Pop 

Love and Rockets and Peter Murphy 
(formerly of Bauhaus, Tones on Tail } 
are artists who are sure to set some 
standards for years to come with their 
surreal hard driving sound reminiscent 
of early Brian Eno and John Cale 

A resurrection of folk music which 
has gone through an extreme 
metamorphosis Is the music of Mojo 
Nixon & Skid Roper, Jazz Butcher and 
the Pogues. Down home tunes with a 
fantastic sense of humor and a tempo 
that would make Buddy Rich tremble 

Creativity and originality are the 
prime ingredients for a new scene. For 
those who dare the opportunity is there. 
Things are picking it's just a matter of 
the commercial world clueing into 
what's happening insiead of crealing 
music to fill in present molds. College 
radio though, is there years ahead of its 
time.
